Taking his present contract for grading
the Plaza at 300,000 a8 o basls and fgure
Ing on his standard charge of 8 centa
per cuble yard, this meane that on the
old basia the clty would have pald §655,000
for thoe waork In 1918, thus suving tha city
S1RE, 000,

When thetre was another bid for sub-
grading work 1n 1914, the contract was let
to the Barber Asphalt Company at 43
cents per cuble yard, or a cut of 4 per
ocant. under thae MeNichel standard of
1003, a saving to the clty of $225,000, ac~

But as Senator MeNlchol lost this cons
tract, when blds were ngaln naked for
the Plaza recently he declded to maka
sure of this work, with tha result that ha
slashed his bld to 28 centa per cuble yard.

The total of this present contract ap-

FOR FLEEING BELGIAN

Defender of Antwerp Tells
Story of Invasion by Gray
Horde of Uhlans.

Tall, spars, hia face hronzed and his
kaen, alart eyes searching his rdom nn
If they sought a hidden German, Charles
Votlon, of Antwerp, o Balglan, who wis
In Antwerp untll a few hours befors the
arrival of the heavy advance guard of
Uhlans, told today nt the Hotel Walton
of some of the incidents of the Teuton
Invasion.

He sald he rtmalned untll the inst, par-
titipating In the doefonse of Antwerp, and
laft only when the plnos was no longer
tenable nnd its eapture by the Egray
avalanche of German soldiery was only
A matter of minutes. Already In many
plivcen the cily was afire, and few Bel-
ginna remalned o witness the frightful
scenen of rapine and plunder which en-
supd. Mpr, Votlon joined the flesing multl-
tude on the romnds, where scenos of In-
desaribablo confusion relgned, Before the
Belglane evacuated the elty, however,
monat of the valuable palntings and works
of art wara taken from the bulldings
and churches and hidden in cellars, maid
Mr. Votlon.

His family 1z scatterad now, he seald,
One son Is & prisoner in o German de-
tention eamp, anothor la fAghting on the
weatern battle front and his wife and
anothor child mrn in London, having
rought snfety there soon after hostilitien
commenced. He doon not Know when
hie family will be reunited, and he de-
plored this as onms of the sad phases of
the war, Faew familles are left Intact,
he sald, and many Belglans have wlii-
nossed the Killing of thelr rélatives

His son Vivien was captured while
fighting on the western battis front near
Ypres about two months ngo. He had no
opportunity to pend news of hix capture
to his relatives until he, with other sol-
dlars, wera entralned. Ha then wrots
on a scrap of paper a note to his grand-
mother and threw It out of the cir
window, In time this was plcked up and
carried to the elderly woman, who had
uot baen molested In her humble home.
